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Protest against 
Israeli terrorism 



Around two hundred demons- 
trators braved freezing tempe- 
ratures Sunday to march on the 
Israeli consulate. They were pro- 
testing last Wednesday's downing 
of a Libyan jet by Israeli Phan- 
tom jets and the loss of over one 
hundred lives. The plane had been 
en route from Tripoli to Cairo 
when it strayed over the Israeli- 
occupied Sinai Peninsula and was 
intercepted by Israeli fighters. 
The demonstration was organized 
by the Quebec-Palestine Associa- 
tion. 

The demonstrators" marched 
from the Roddick Gates to the 
Israeli Consulate. There they 
chanted "Long live Palestine" 



and • Death to Israeli Terrorism." 
They continued to the ICAO build- 
ing and then held a rally at Do- 
minion Square. 

Rezeq Faraj, president of the 
Quebec-Palestine Association, 
adresscd the rally. He denounced 
the Israelis for the "barbaric act 
of siiooting down a civilian air- 
plane." He castigated the mass 
media for giving more cover- 
age to the Munich massacre than 
to this latest incident. 

Marc Assad, Liberal MNA, ex- 
pressed his solidarity with the 
Palestinian 'Struggle and echoed 
Faraj's denunciation of the Is- 
raelis. 



Police attacks and a court hi- 
junction have forced an end to 
the general strike at the Univer- 
sité du Quebec à Montréal (UQ- 
AM), but students are. continuing 
to boycott classes. 

Thunday morning, police broke 
up student picket lines outside 
the Louis Joliet and Emile<<e- 
zard buildings of UQAM by run- 
ning motorcycles through the lines 
and threatening to arrest those 
who refused to disperse imme- 
diately. In one incident outside 
a UQAM parking lot, several 
students were injured when a po- 
lice motorcycle drove full speed 
directly Into'a crowd of strikers 
attempting to prevent a car from 
entering. One woman was run 
over and taken to hospital, se- 
riously injured. 

UQAM Rector Léo Dorais an- 
nounced to a press conference la- 
ter in the day that normal activi- 
ties would resume Friday at the 
university. The UQAM ad- 
ministraUon obtained a court 
injunction Thursday evening \yhich 
declared the strike illepi and 
prevented pickcters from approa- 
ching within 500 feet of any UQ- 
AM building. 

No classes were given Friday 
however, and 'very tew' students

entered the buUding. The UQAM 
professors' 'union met Friday 
and condemi^ed their administra- 
tion for its tactics toward the 
strikers. The professors voted 
to hold study sessions instead of 
classes as long as the injunction 
is in force. Negotiations between 
the Comité d'Organisation Pro- 
.visoire des Etudiants (COPE), 
which directed the strike, and 
the administration have been 
suspended. COPE has called 
a general assembly of students 
tonight to decide on future strat- 
egy' 

The pkketeis were much more 
numerous than usual on Thursday 
morning, ; as . police intervention 
was expected-VJDorals announced 
the "resumption ornormal activ- 
ities" on Wednesday evening, and 
Education Minister François 
Cloutier had stated it was time 
to restore law and order at . the 
UQAM, where "a handful of ac- 
tivists are blackmailhig the 
rest of the university community." 
The UQAM administration con-' 
ducted a survey of students Wed- 
nesday, asking them to choose 
between police intervention and 
having the session annulled. Of 
2643 students polled, only 559 
requested intervention while the 
rest favoured annullment or 
gave other responses. 



Abolit 200 students were mas- 
sed in front of the Pavilion Louis 
Jolliet by 8:30 Thursday morning, . 
while 250 others picketed the Emi- 
Ie-Ge2ard building nearby and 
bloêkièdrthe entrances to the uni- 
versity parWng lot. Police ac- 
tion was touched off when strikers, 
prevented a professor's car from 
entering the parking lot. Police 
tried to push back the crowd; un- 
able to move the students, who 
started chanting "Solidarité!", 
the police quickly moved aside 
and a motorcycle cop stationed 

"across the street accelerated his 
machine directly into the line. 
The motorcycle came to hall a 
few yards ^inside the lot, stopped 
by the weight of the bodies it hit 
and ran over, and by angry stu- 
dents who attempted to overpo- 
wer the cop and demobilize his 
machine. Within seconds, half 
a dozen other motorcycles were 
on -the scene, chasing pickcters 
on the sidewalks and hi the park- 
hig lot. At least three students 
were arreted. 

- By 9 am the police had stopped 
traffic on St. Catherine Street and 
moved in with all their forces to 
clear away the line outside Louis 
Jolliet. 

They first forced the students 
to "keep moving. ' A line of about

against the revival of the ancien 
"loi des fabriques" by the pa- 
rish. 

Under this law, the authorities 
of the Notre Dame de la Consola- 
ta parish could tax all "property- 
owners". Consolata is a working- 
class district, and "property" 
hi this case means a small 
house or a comer store, usually 
with a mortgage. To .the small 
homeowner or shopkeeper who 
is being called upon to pay off 
the $250,000 church debt (for 
such "necessities" as a $75,000 
organ), this could mean up to 
$40 a year for twelve years. Rents 
would also hicrcase due to the 
law,>as the difference Is passed 
on by the landlord to the tenant. 

The grievances of the residents 
agamst the feudal church tax in 
the Consolata and the Notre 
Dame de Pompei parishes have 
developed . hito a full-fledged 
struggle led by the Mouvement 
Progressiste Italo-Quâ)ecois 
(MPIQ). ' A systematic boycott of 
the tax has been organized and ' 
public ophiion mobilized agahist 
the feudalistic tax and the abso- 
lute power it gives the parishes. 

The demonstrators gathered at 
John F. Kennedy High School 



at a o'clock and marched the 
mile and a half to the Jean Talon 
-street church, waving banners, 
placards, and red flags, and 
chanting "non si paga! (we 
won't pay) and "clero, borghese, 
scruUdori!" (clergy, bourgeoisie, 
exploiters). Many sympathetic 
people joined the march along the 
way. 

The church was well-guarded 
by the police as the workers 
rallied on the street outside to 
hear speakers urge thm to stand 
fast hi their struggle agahist 
the church's Imposition of the 
unjust law. Many more interested 
people jammed the sidewalks 
and watched from doorways and 
balconies. 

Since the imposition of the tax 
in late 1971 and the organization

of the opposition to' it. the church 
and the parish "notables" have 
struck back. Last September, 
those proprietors who had not yet 
paid their tax received a letter, 
from a finance company, telling 
them ttiat they could not sell their 
property if tliey did not pay the 
tax. This contention was based 
on a patently false interpretation 
of the law, and^most of the re- 
sisting proprietors^held firm, es- 
pecially after a meeting organi- 
zed by MPIQ to explain the si- 
tuation. 

According to a spokesman for 
MPIQ, the next priority of the 
group is to "raise the conscious- 
ness of the Italian community and 
make them realize the need for 
an organization that reflects their 
interests. We have to make the 
people realize that the notables 
and the church don't have thc\ 
same hiterests as the people."

of the building and onto the side- 
wallc, on the pretext that they had 
"keep moving." A line of about 
six motorcycles then turned onto 
St. Catherine from Bleuiy, passed 
the picket line, turned onto the 
sidewalk, and drove through the 
picketers, forcing them to scat- 
ter and regroup across the street. 
Ilie motorcycles remained as a 
barrier in front of the building. 

By 9:15, the students, who star- 
ted shouting "Dorais assassin!" 
and "A bas les flics!", were con- 
fronted by over a dozen motor- 
cycle cops, about twenty car- 
loads of regular Montreal police, 
and, within a few muiutes, by 
• the riot quad, who approached 
swinging their yard-long clubs. 

Ordered several times to 
disperse, the students formed a 
procession and left Louis Jolliet 
for Emile-Gezard, where they 
confronted another police line 
and then left. 

A few hours later, the UQAM 
administration released a state- 
ment claimhig that it had not 
asked the. police to intervene. The 
police*' jusufied the action by 
stating that the motorcycle cop 
who was surrounded by picketers 
inside the parking lot "panicked" 
and radioed for help. 

Only 40 to 50 students entered 



the Pavilion Louis Jolliet. No 
classes were given. Picketers 
returned in the aftemoon; by 4 
pm close to 100 maintained a 
moving line under the surveillan- 
ce of three policemen. There 
were no further incidents. 

The injunction obtained by the 
UQAM administration prevented' 
all picketing near the university 
buildings and named a number 
of COPE members and other ac- 
tivists, putting them under the 
threat of arrest if they continue 
overt work for the strike. Few 
students entered the buildings 
Friday, and the UQAM profes- 
sors met and decided not to 
hold classes until the injunction 
is lifted. Some UQAM strikers 
participated in picket lines at 



the Université de Montréal, where 
students in the social science fa- 
culty are boycotting classes over 
the same fee issue. 

The court injunction makes 
picketing and open support for 
the strike illegal, so it is likely 
that many students will return 
today to participate in study ses- 
sions. Support for the original 
demands still remains high, how- 
ever, as witnessed by the fact 
that only a handful of students 
entered the open buildings on Fri- 
day. Having broken the strike, 
the UQAM administration still 
cannot rest easy. It faces both 
the continuing hostility of the stu- 
dents and the possibility of an em- 
ployees' strike within the next 
few weeks.

Eliav promotes Zionism 



Arie Eliav, MP and former 
secretary-General of Israels vru:._ 

Jing, Labour Party. _bdiCTciigtjh'at;f 
Israel t has ample room for both 
Paliestinians and Jews to live hi 
peace and harmony in two sove- 
reign states. 

Speaking Friday at Hillel to 
an audience of about 80, he stated 
"We must give the million 
Palestinians the right of self- 
determination and a state of their 

.own." 

Accorduig to Eliav, the aims 
of Zionism arc threefold: ■ to 
in-gather hi Israel as many 
Jews as possible, from wherever 
they want or are forced to 
come." 

■ to build a unique society 
based on Jewish and socialist 
morals and values. 

■ to livé hi peace with the /^rabs. 



"If Israel had been empty during 
the cariicst Zionist immigration 
wave, the Jews would have full 
"historic ri^tï - to - the tand > of 
their forefathers," commented 
Eliav. "Although the Jews asked 
the Arabs already livuig there 
to divide the house, Palestinian 
extremist leaders refused and in 
the resulting conflict a Jewish 
nation state was created." 

Only about one third of Is- 
rael's livuig surface is actually 
occupied. "The rcmainhig area, 
with the aid of modem technolo- 
gy and ingenuity, will provide 
enough room to absorb all the 
Jews that want to come." said 
Eliav, an experienced town plan- 
ner. Similarly, "the Palesti- 
nians can also prosper." 

Eliav bisists that the Israeli 
government must make a clear

offer to the Arabs to return a ma- 
jority of the land annexed during 
the sue day war (except for a few 
strategic posts, for security 
reasons.) 

For a peace settlement to be 
made, however. "The Arabs must 
also be willing to negotiate and 
recognize Zionist historic rights," 
he declared. "At present we 
don't have a partner. The Al- 
Fatah say they want all and will 
give the Jews full national rights; 
but how can we trust them?" 

On the status of Jerusalem, 
Eliav stated that the city wiirne- 
ver again be divided. "For 19 
years we've had a Jordanian 
machine gun trained on Par- 
liament." Recognizing the fact 
tHat Jerusalem has a unique pla- 
ce hi both Jewish and Arab his- 
tory, Eliav suggests that Israel 
"could perhaps open a territorial 
corridor to the holy Islamic 
portions through - which Arabs 
could pass without- sceuig a Jew- 
ish flag, a right the Arabs never 
gave us although we asked for it 
for 19 years." 

Eliav, often referred to as a 
"dove" in pariiament, claims 
that his views are shared by ma- 
ny promuient members of par- 
liament bicludhig the Minister 
of Fhiance. The political 
"hawks" however, feel that 
Israel must keep a majority of 
the annexed territoiy for the 
sake of the nation's security and 
survival. 

Commenting on the Libyan jet 
tragedy Eliav, who was not hi 
Israel at the time, said "I'm sure 
the whole Israeli community is 
schocked about the terrible tra- 
gedy and will look mto the mat- 
ter. We're veiy sorry."
